In the best universities, after an applicant pass* 
es his preliminary requirements — high school 
record. College Board exams, etc — he is then 
given what is called a Scholastic Achievement 

This is known oy other names in other parts 
of the country, but the general idea is to test 
your grasp of many different things. The 
theory is that a person may. in his sixteen or 
seventeen years of grammar and high school, 
have acquired or memorized enough to pass 
his exams with flying colors. Bui, if these are 

anything else, then his mind is not "college 
material.'' 

Let us say, then, that you not only wish to 
go to college, but that you have been accepted 
at the college of your choice No doubt your 
family has been instrumental in guiding you 
to an education of this sort. But let us sup- 
pose that the ambition is there but not the 
money. A college education is expensive if you 
choose to attend one of the "big" universities 
— Harvard. Yale. Princeton. Stanford. Co- 
lumbia. Cornell. Duke, etc Or. if you are a 
girl, your choice might be Smith. Wellesley. 
Radcliffe or Bryn Mawr. 

If you have an exceptionally good record 
and if your qualifications are unusually high, 
you can apply for a scholarship at any uni- 
versity. There are full and partial scholarships 
which help to take care of tuition, usually in 
the neighborhood of $600 lo $700 a year in 
the major universities. If you live nearby, you 
can live at home and attend as a day student 

If you have to live on campus, there ara 


numerous awys of working for your room and 
board. Many students wait on tables, work in 
the library, or run small busineses on the side 
in order to defray expenses. There are employ- 
ment bureaus in most colleges where any stu- 
dent can usually hope to And a position which 
will take a few hours a week of his free time 
and allow him to support himself.

very little In some states, tuition is free and 
room and board are extremely inexpensive. It 
is well to investigate all possibilities before Jot- 
enter your senior year in high school. Most 
colleges and universities are crowded now. and 
it is unwise to wait until the last minute before 
at least doing some research into what is pos- 
sible for you in the way of a college. Don't be 
discouraged by factors which may now seem 
to present great obstacles to your wish for an 
education.
